While we are still probably a 
week away from any real action by 
the 61st Legislature in Austin, the 
tone of the session upcoming was 
pretty well set by Gcwernor Preston 
Smith’s speech to the joint session 
last week. 
The governor surprised a great 
many people with his far-reaching 
recommendations. But the real bat­ 
tle lines of the session will be deter­ 
mined when he gives his message on 
spending and taxation. 
Frank W. Calhoun, one of our 
two representatives in Austin, sends 
out 
periodic 
releases while the 
Legislature is in session and we re ­ 
ceived his first one this week which 
we are including here. 
’’After a slow start, the regular 
session of the Gist Legislature is 
finally on the move. With some old 
familiar faces becoming adjusted to 
new unfamiliar jobs we should see 
some action this week. 
’When Governor Preston Smith 
spoke to a joint session of the Leg­ 
islature last week he challenged us 
to ’Get the Show on the Road. ’ And, 
he laid out a program that could 
cause it to be a long road. 
’’Some of the surprises Smith 
promised emerged as recommen­ 
dations to reduce the voting to not 
lower than 18, resubmission of a 
Constitutional Amendment to raise 
the ceiling on State Public Welfare 
contributions, 
devise 
a 
’Work- 
Release’ program for selected p ri­ 
son inmates, and consideration of a 
fair minimum vvage for Texas work­ 
ers. 
The Governor also strongly 
urged economy and made it clear 
that he would be favorable to only 
such 
spending 
as absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
’’Of particular interest to the 
Big Country is Governor Smith’s 
favorable attitude toward the Texas 
Water Plan. He is very concerned 
about the very real probability of a 
water shortage in Texas by the year 
2000. 
To avoid this situation, we 
must begin now to implement the 
plan. Adequate provisions are set 
out in the Texas Water Plan for 
making both municipal and irrigation 
water available to the Big Country 
to insure continued growth and pro­ 
gress. It is urgent that the Legisla­ 
ture take the first step by proposing 
a Constitutional Amendment provid­ 
ing a plan for financing the State's 
share of the cost in the Texas Water 
System. 
I strongly support the ef­ 
forts to implement this plan. "

Washington, D. C. — On 
tw’o 
occasions 
during 
the 
past two years, 
the need of 
reform in methods of electing 
the President and Vice Presi­ 
dent of the United States has 
been discussed. 
On 
November 
30. 
1967, 
reference was made to the 
Constitutional C onvnti >n of 
1787 which established 
the 
Electoral College system. On 
March 
21, 
1968, 
comments 
and speculation was made on 
the possibility 
of the 1%8 
Presidential 
election 
Lung 
thrown in the Congress for a 
decision. 
Fortunately, 
that 
situation was averted but the 
possibility remains that such 
could occur in the future. 
As the new adm inistration 
begins, Congress is once more 
faced with the issue of im­ 
proving the method of elect­ 
ing of our two highest officials. 
Our present system was de­ 
signed to preserve the import - 
ance of all States, large and 
small, in electing a President 
and Vice President. 
The idea behind the elector­ 
al college was to combine the 
two 
principles of 
represen­ 
tation worked out 
as great 
compromise of th at Consti­ 
tutional 
Convention. 
Each 
S tate w-as admitted to the 
Union on an equal bases. Each 
S tate was granted two Sena­ 
tors and two 
votes in the 
Electoral College to reflect 
this equality. 
The framers of the Consti­ 
tution recognized 
th a t the 
States were unequaled in re­ 
spect to population. F o r this 
reason 
of 
unequality, 
each 
S tate was granted members in 
the House of Representatives 
of the Congress in proportion 
to its population 
with one 
electoral vote for each and ad­ 
ditional electoral votes for the 
two 
Senators. 
Thus, 
the 
Electoral College is appointed 
not only according to popu­ 
lation but also a bonus of two 
votes to protect sm aller States. 
The electoral strength of more 
than 1/3 of 50 States benefits 
by reason 
of 
this special 
bonus. 
Present day problems arise 
because the fram ers of the 
Constitution could not a t that 
tune forsee the "winner take 
all” situation created by mod­ 
ern political parties. The win­ 
ning Presidential candidate in 
each State gets all tile elec­ 
toral votes of that State. A 
bloc of a few thousand votes 
cun turn an election one way 
or the other. 
The disproportionate stren­ 
gth of a small bloc of vot^s 
has come about because all 
States have adopted the prac­ 
tice of voting for a slate of 
electors at large. Under the 
system, 
the 
political 
party 
obtaining a plurality of votes, 
even if less than 50/7, obtains 
all electoral votes as a m at­ 
te r of custom and practice. 
To correct 
this 
situation 
which has evolved over the 
years, reform is urgent. 
A 
num ber of proposals 
have 
been introduced 
in 
recent 
Sessions of the Congress and 
already several plans are be­ 
ing proposed in the new Ses­ 
sion. 
One approach is to abolish 
the Electoral College entire­ 
ly and held a Nation-wide, di­ 
rect election of the President 
and Vice P p Odent.. On the 
surface the plan has appeal 
but under 
uch a system a 
popularity conte t could easily 
develop. One vote could de­ 
cide an election. Some pop­ 
ular figure, such a-, a football 
hero or other notable of pass­ 
ing fancy, 
could 
emerge as 


President. 
The problem of 
"winner 
take 
all" 
could 
easily be multiplied instead of 
cured. 
Two other proposals appear 
to offer the best solution, at 
the same time preserving the 
intent 
of 
the 
Constitution. 
One is called "The P r o p i o n ­ 
ate Plan.’’ Under this proposal 
the electoral vote 
would be 
distributed in each State in 
proportion 
to the popular 
vote received by each candi­ 
date. Nation-wide the elec­ 
toral vote would reflect the 
popular vote. Under the "Dis- 
trict Plan,’’ each S tate would 
Im? divided into districts 
of 
near equal 
population, pro­ 
bably using present Congres­ 
sional 
D istrict lines, giving 
each voter exactly the same 
weight 
in 
selecting 
their 
electors, one for the District 
and two State-wide. This plan 
would insure rural, suburban 
and urban areas alike, of hav­ 
ing their distinctive interest, 
expressed. 
Early hearings arc planned 
by Committees of tho Cong­ 
ress 
on 
these 
several 
ap­ 
proaches.

Social security beneficiaries 
under age 72 who have con 
tinued to work while receiv­ 
ing m onthly checks must re­ 
port their earnings 
if they 
made over $1680 during 1968. 
R. R. Tuley, Jr., manager 
of the Abilene social security 
office, 
reminded recipients 
that this annual report is re­ 
quired of wives, widow's, stu­ 
dent and child beneficiaries 
as well as workers age 62 to 
72. The report must In' filed 
with social security no later 
than April 15, 1969. 
Beneficiaries who gave so­ 
cial security an estim ate of 
earnings exceeding $1080 for 
the year will be mailed a re­ 
port form to complete and re­ 
turn. These forms will Im’ re ­ 
ceived 
in late January or 
early February. 
Persons

earnings of less than $1680 
but made more than they ex­ 
pected must ask their local 
social security office for a re­ 
port form, Tuley said.

Every aspect 
of the 1968 
cotton crop in 
the Rolling 
Plains has exceeded the 1967 
crop except the m arket, ac­ 
cording to 
B. B. Manly, Jr., 
officer in charge of the Cot­ 
ton Division of Agriculture 
M arketing 
Service, 
USDA, 
Abilene. 
W ith an estim ated 10.000 
more bales to go, Smith-Doxey 
classers of C&MS at Abilene 
will have handled samples of 
nearly 500,000 bales produced 
by Rolling 
Plains farm ers in 
1968, Manly reported Jan. 9. 
As of Jan. 7, this year the 
cotton examiners had already 
classed 444,382 bales from last 
year's crop, he said. This com­ 
pares with a 258,702 bale total 
for the 1967 crop in the Rol­ 
ling Plains. 
Increases have been almost 
as great in the other classing 
offices serving Rolling Plains 
farm ers. As of Dec. 27, the 
Memphis, Texas office which 
serves Childress, Cuttle, Col­ 
lingsworth, Donley and Hall 
counties, had been classed 135, 
473 bales. The office in Munday 
handling Baylor, Haskell, Knox 
and Throckmorton, had class­ 
ed 91,929 bales. Tile office in 
Altus, 
Okla., 
whichj classes 
Texas cotton from 
Foard, 
Hardeman, W ichita and Wil­ 
barger counties, had classed 
42,921 bales from south of the 
Red River. 
The crop has been fantastic 
Manly said. The grade and sta­ 
ple showed vast improvements. 
The fiber improved. When the 
gins clean up w hat is in the 
yards, the plants likely can 
close down for now until the 
beginning of another season. 
"Ginners and others in the 
cotton 
industry expected 
a 
better m arket year than in 
the past. It has not come up 
to expectations. 
"During the first week of 
1969 the m arket has been slow­ 
er and lower than last week 
in 1968. At the start of the 
1968 m arketing year, prices 
were pretty much the same as 
for 1967, except 
for longer 


staple varieties. 
"At the start of the current 
season middling 29-32nds was 
bringing 18.50; 15-16th.s, 18.70: 
and 31-32nds, 19.80. 
’T hen prices began to de­ 
cline. By tho middle of Nov. 
most cotton was selling for 
18.35 for 31-29; 19.05 for 31-30, 
and 2010 for 31-31. 
“It held steady at th at level 
until 
the last week in 1968 
when it 
dropped 25 points. 
Lower grades sold m ore readi­ 
ly than high cotton. 
"B arkey cotton is selling a t 
$7.50 lier bale below w hat it 
was fur the same period in 
1968; strict low middling 15- 
16ths and less is bringing a- 
round $10.50 per bale above 
the loan, compared to $20 per 
bale for the same period in the 
previous 
m arketing 
year,” 
Manly said. 
He said very little cotton 
classed in the Abilene office 
for the 1968 season graded 
even light spots. He attributes 
this to the fact 
the cotton 
crop m atured evenly and com­ 
pletely before the first kill­ 
ing frost. 


He said there was a signifi­ 
cant improvement in the aver­ 
age staple length for the crop. 
This he says can be credited 
to the improved varieties plant­ 
ed by the producers.
